Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  health  of 
the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st.  December  19&5,  as  made  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  in  accordance  with  his  instructions. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  in 
June  1965  was  11,880,  this  shows  a reduction  of  one  from  the  previous 
year  of  1964. 

The  number  of  Births  was  180,  one  more  than  the  previous 
year  and  there  were  135  Deaths  as  compared  with  125  in  1964. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  reduction  in  the  total  number 
of  infectious  cases  notified  during  the  year.  No  cases  of  diphtheria 
or  polomyelitis  occurred.  This  result  follows  a satisfactorily  high 
rate  of  immunity  in  the  community.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  result 
will  encourage  continued  attention  to  the  importance  of  prophylactic 
immunisation. 

Deaths  due  to  accidents,  (motor  and  other)  have  kept  a 
steady  rate  during  the  past  ten  years.  It  is  a matter  of  great  concern 
that  the  number  of  suicides  occurring  during  the  year  1965  equals  the 
total  number  of  suicides  during  the  previous  nine  years.  There  is  no 
increase  to  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  coronary  disease  or  bronchitis 
from  the  previous  year. 

I wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  Mr.  W.E.  Pollitt  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  Staff  for  their  co-operation  and  loyalty.  I take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  the  Councillors  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
and  Council  Officials  for  their  continued  encouragement  and  support.

Report  on  the  environmental  health  and  cleansing  services  of 
the  district  for  the  year  ended  31st.  December  1965. 

Unfortunately  the  work  of  the  department  was 
retarded  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  J.  Wallace,  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  confirmation  of  the  Council’s  fourth  smoke 
control  area  brought  a volume  of  clerical  work  and  a large 
number  of  visits  to  premises  in  the  area  had  to  be  made  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  advice  and  inspection  of  appliances. 

Owing  to  staff  shortage  little  or  no  routine 
inspection  of  the  district  has  been  carried  out,  only  in 
this  way  can  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  and 
working  conditions  in  factories  be  properly  controlled. 

The  refuse  collection  service  was  maintained  on  a 
seven  day  collection.  There  have  been  difficulties  due  to 
sickness,  but  in  the  main  an  excellent  service  has  been 
provided.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WAT  NR  SUPPLY. 


Water  for  the  district  is  supplied  by  the 
Ashton,  Stalyhridge  and  Dukinfield  Joint  Water  Board.  The  water 
which  is  upland  surface  water,  has  Been  satisfactory  "both  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

Only  two  complaints  were  received  in  the  Public 
Health  Department  concerning  poor  supply  and  this  was  found  to 
be  due  to  insufficient  size  of  the  service  pipe  to  the  properties 
in  one  instance  and  a stoppage  of  the  service  pipe  in  the  other. 

Two  complaints  of  leakage  of  water  mains  and 
fittings  were  referred  to  the  Water  Board  by  the  department  after 
complaint  of  flooding  of  the  sub  floor  cavity  of  two  dwelling 
houses.  After  testing  by  the  Water  Board  no  leakage  was  found. 

No  samples  were  taken  by  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  during  the  year.

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SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 


There  are  4?486  fresh  water  closets  within  the  Urban 
District.  The  demolition  of  the  older  type  of  dwelling  house  in 
the  district  has  now  reduced  the  number  of  waste  water  closets  to  one 
However,  there  are  three  pail  closets  remaining  within  the  district 
and  these  are  on  low  lying  land  and  not  within  easy  reach  of  a main  , 
sewer. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  effluent  from  the  town  sewers  was  treated  by  the  Ashton, 
Stalybr^dge  and  Dukinfield  Joint  Sewage  Board,  with  the  exception  of 
three  premises  on  the  Audenshaw/Manchester  Boundary.  These  premises 
are  connected  to  the  Manchester  Sewage  System. 

Only  eight  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  system  during 
the  year  and  no  serious  nuisance  has  been  experienced.  Again  where 
possible  a free  service  with  regard  to  the  unstopping  of  house 
drainage  was  provided. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


SCAVENGING. 


Main  roads  in  the  district  are  swept  and  kept  clean  by 
means  of  a Yorkshire/Karr ier  Sweeper  Collector.  The  only  difficulty 
experienced  in  this  regard  has  been  in  connection  with  Guide  Lane 
which  forms  the  approach  to  Jackson’s  brick  yard  and  tip.  Droppings 
from  motor  vehicles,  coupled  with  increased  volume  of  vehicular 
traffic,  make  it  almost  impossible  to  keep  the  road  clean.

REFUSE  C 01  .LECTION 


The  provision  of  a seven  day  collection  of  refuse  has 
continued  throughout  the  year.  This  has  heen  achieved  by  the 
co-operaticn  of  the  refuse  collection  personnel  and  a strict 
control  over  the  deployment  of  labour,  especially  during  times  of 
sickness  of  the  regular  refuse  collection  staff  and  holidays0 

The  collection  of  extra  ordinary  items  of  refuse  from 
dwelling  houses  is  a service  wh ich  is  greatly  used,  and  it  is 
rather  annoying  to  find  that  a few  of  our  residents  still  persist 
in  dumping  at  certain  points  within  the  district  unwanted  items 
when  a call  or  a post  card  to  the  department  will  relieve  them  of 
the  necessity  to  even  carry  it  a yard. 

With  regard  to  sickness  within  the  department,  a total 
of  3,669  man  hours  were  lost.  This  represents  the  services  of  1.7 
men  for  a full  year  and  shows  an  increase  over  the  sickness  rate 
of  1963  arid  1964  when  the  total  hours  lost  were  2,039  and  1,438.

REPUSE_DISP0SAL 

The  refuse  collected  within  the  district  is  disposed  of 
by  controlled  tipping  at  Jackson’s  Quarry  in  the  Guide  Lane  Aj?ea 
of  the  district.  Difficulty  was  experienced  in  providing  sufficient 
and  suitable  covering  material  to  allow  the  tip  face  to  be  sealed. 
This  gave  rise  to  tip  fires  which  are  always  a risk  and  a serious 
nuisance,  especially  when  the  tip  face  is  situated  close  to 
residential  property  as  it  was  on  a few  occasions  during  the  year. 

The  private  portion  of  the  quarry  is  rapidly  filling  up 
and  it  is  estimated  that  in  the  next  twelve  or  eighteen  months  the 
quarry  will  be  completely  filled.  The  purchase  of  land  at  Shaw 
Clough  on  the  Audens haw/Dent on  Boundary  will  then  be  brought  into 
use  as  the  Council’s  tip.  This  land  is  ideally  suited  for  the 
purpose,  as  it  is  well  away  from  dwelling  houses  and  w ill  provide 
tipping  facilities  for  the  next  25  to  30  years.

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SALVAGE 


The  collection  of  salvageable  materials  from  within 
the  district  is  a very  important  part  of  the  refuse  collection 
service.  It  reduces  the  volume  of  refuse,  it  reduces  the  risk  of 
tip  fires  (by  collecting  paper  separately).  It  helps  to  reduce  the 
towns  rate  if  only  by  a small  amount  and  helps  the  Country  as  a whole 
by  the  salvaging  of  raw  materials  which  may,  if  there  were  a shortage, 
have  to  be  imported. 

The  total  income  for  the  year  was  £622,  this  is  a 
reduction  on  the  previous  year  due  to  the  sale  of  paper  unbaled. 

There  is  of  course  a saving  of  the  workmens  wage  who  was  previously 
engaged  on  paper  baling.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


The  task  of  cleaning  the  air  of  Audenshaw  continued 
during  the  year.  The  main  item  of  interest  was  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Governments  letter  to  local  authorities  in  the  black  areas 
who  had  not  submitted  a clean  air  programme  urging  them  to  proceed  as 
soon  as  possible.  We  are  pleased  to  say  that  Audenshaw  was  not  one  of 
the  authorities,  in  fact  it  is  interesting  to  note  -chat  this  Urbai 
Authority  was  amongst  the  first  few  local  authorities  to  declare  part 
of  their  area  as  a smoke  control  area. 
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The  following  chart  shows  the  different  areas  under  smoke 
control  and  the  acreage  of  the  district  which  is  covered  hy  smoke

ERADICATION  OF  INSECT  PESTS 


The  treatment  of  dwelling  houses  for  the  eradication  of 
insect  pests  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  One  Council  House  and 
seven  private  houses  "being  treated  with  D.D. T.  sprays  and  Lindane 
Pellets. 
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R0D3NT  CONTROL 


During  the  year  75  complaints  of  infestation  by  rats  and 
69  of  infestation  of  mice  have  "been  received  in  the  department. 

This  has  resulted  in  216  properties  "being  treated  "by  the  departments 
rodent  operator,. 

The  526  manholes  on  the  town  sewerage  system  were  treated 
twice  during  the  year  and  on  each  occasion  fluorocetamide  was  used. 
This  has  the  advantage  of  "being  a direct  "bait,  therefore,  only  one 
visit  per  manhole  is  required. 


SCHOOLS 


The  toilet  facilities  at  the  six  schools  in  the  district 
are  good  with  the  exception  of  one  school  where  the  toilets  have  an 
external  aspect  and  during  inclement  weather  their  use  must  "be  an 
ordeal. 


The  provision  of  school  meals  is  a service  to  be  commended, 
the  standard  of  hygiene  at  the  three  school  kitchens  in  the  area  is 
very  high  indeed.  At  the  three  schools  where  no  dining  room  is 
available  the  facilities  at  the  disposal  of  the  part-time  meals 
service  staff  is  used  to  its  full  advantage,  and  these  ladies  in 
part-time  service  are  to  be  applauded  in  their  efforts  to  provide 
lunches  in  a hygienic  and  comfortable  manner  for  the  children 
attending  the  schools  concerned. 

All  schools  have  a hot  and  cold  water  supply  with  wash- 
basins and  all  the  school  yards  are  satisfactorily  surfaced* 
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FACTORIES 


Routine  inspection  of  factories  was  carried  out 
but  the  number  of  inspections  was  greatly  reduced  on  the  previous 
year,  23  inspections  only  being  made  in  19^5  as  against  77  in  1964. 

This  is  due  to  shortage  of  qualified  staff  and 
it  is  regretted  that  this  routine  work  has  to  be  curtailed.  This 
means  that  at  the  moment  it  is  not  possible  to  prevent  conditions 
arising  which  might  contravene  the  Factories  Act  and  these  conditions 
only  come  to  light  after  complaint.
